TlirouKh the co opnration of traf¬ 
fic and peace authorities, bus line 
officials and the California State 
Automobile Association, much prog¬ 
ress is being made toward elimi¬ 
nating conditions which have been j 
a constant source of complaint 
from motorists on the San Fran¬ 
cisco Peninsula road, officials of 
the public safety department of 
the club announce. 

Officials of the larger bus lines 
have promised to co-operate with 
the automobile a.-isociation in cor¬ 
recting conditions which have led 
to speeding and improper driving 
melhods on the part of bus drivers. 
Definite steps already have been 
made in that direction, it is an¬ 
nounced. Further progress is ex¬ 
pected as tlie result of a confer¬ 
ence of bus lino officials and other 
interested parties to he called in 
the near future by Percy K. Towne, 
chairman of the automobile asso- 
ciation'.s public safely coinmitlee. 

As a culmination of the public 
safety campaign which was begun 
on tile Peninsula liigliway some 
months ago, seven bus drivers re¬ 
cently were given suspendiul Jail 
sentences by .Justice of the Peace 
Itay (iriffin of Iledwood City, The 
action followed a pbta of guilty 
enlitred by tint drivers’ attorneys 
in ail seven cases. The .sentences, 
which vary from one to five days, 
will becotne effective it any of Hie 
drivers in (lueslion are again found 
guilty of traffic law violations witii 
in six tnonths in the territory un¬ 
der .ludge (Iriffiti's jurisdiction. 

Judge (Iriffin said lliat be be 
lieved such sentences would pul 
tin end to excessive speeding in 
this territory. Thi.^ policy means 
tliat the operator must serve a jail 
senleni e for a second offense with¬ 
in six months, besides tlie possibil¬ 
ity of an increased sentence for 
the second violation. 

Officials of the Peninsula lta|>id 
Transit Company said that they 
have appointed a traffic in.spector, 
wilt) rides in their liusses in iilain 
dollies and chei ks the driving 
nod hods employed i>y their ojier- 
iitors. They liave aiinouiiced that 
tliey will not retain in their em 
ploy any driver who violates Hie 
law.
